PHYSICAL DEFECTS
CURED AT CAMP LEE

Flat Feet and Heart Affections Corrected and Soldiers
Made Fit for Limited Service, if

Not for Overseas

Camp I.ee, Petersburg, Vs., Sept. S.

How hundreds of men are being re-

constructed physically and put In shape
for tho trenches and home Industries is
told In the following figures that dcM
with tho work of the development sec-
tion at this ennontment

In seven weeks marc than 800 men
havo nctually passed through the sec-
tion and of that number less than ten
per cent havo been rejected from the
army, nighty men havo been sent
overseas and the rcmlandcr distributed
among domestic units In ordnance,
cliemlol and guard organizations

A majority of these men were suffer-
ing from fiat feet and heart affections.
Theso troubles havo been arrested nnd
In n vast majority of cases nctually
corrected.

That this phase of tho army work
will develop to big proportions Is the
opinion shared by phslclans engaged
In It. It is qulto truo that the work
of reclaiming tho physical defectives
Is expensive, hut thoso who are engaged
In It arc confident that It pavs.

Kvery Man Benefited
"Wo do not contend that It Is pnssihle

to rebuild everv man who Is sent hero
nnd make him fit for trench duty," sas
Captain W O Atwood, commander of
the Third Battalion, Development Camp
"but wc do claim that everv man who
undergoes the treatment Is better able
to earn a living and much more valu
able to society '

Captain Atwood was the superintend-
ent of at Hackettstown, N I,
before entering tho army. Ho Is the
military commander of the Third Bat-
talion and has organized an efficient
medical staff.

Tho most common ailments with which
the medical men nro forced to meet are
fiat feet and heart nffectlons. On tho
orthopedic end Is Major T. p. Vanamee,
a specialist, from Portland, Me , Tho
hpart cases are In charge of First Lieu-
tenant C. n Wiley, of Chicago

It Is Impossible to give names, hut the
following cases will emphasize tho value
of the work.
